A small item of uowb recoivod from 
Japan by tho lust mail, sliows that the 
country is still makiug jjrogress'in the 
praotaofiB b|! 'Wegtem civilization. A 
notification* ■ has been Issued that 
henceforth, "all deciaiona shall be 
given by the Odurts in accordance 
with tho evidence." This is interpret- 
ed by tho Auglo-Japanese press to 
imply that the use of the torture to 
! sextoBt coiofeBaiQli from those charged 
' with crimes is abolished. Tho civiliz- 
ation o^ ©OBt countries may fairly be 
tested by their jurisprudouco. Torture 
under the English commons law sys- 
tem was allowed until within three or 
four centuries. The thumb-screws and 
i -racks nbw bn -exhibition at the Tower 
of London are tell-tales of the tortures 
to which prisoners were subjected in 
tho roigns of Elizabeth and tho fu-st 
James. And it is not much more than 
a hundred years ago that juries had 
great indignities inflicted Jiponi them 
when failing to agree upon a verdict, 
and prisoners refusing to plead were 
Bubjectod to a process of torture. 
I jin contradistinction to this im- 
provement in criminal matters in Ja- 
pan is the severity with which press 
prosecutions are ° conducted and the 
puriishmenfc inflicted for press offen- 
ses. Th'e native newspaper is becom- 
iQ'-' a power in that land. There is no 
more healthy sign in Japanese pro- 
' gfesB than this. The press attacks 
gself^g-'s^Qduft abus|^.s,,fandt of ■ oourse 
' -.eriatw displeasiire'in'" high quarters. 
It is, perhaps, inseparable from the 
tranBTorm'afion that Japan is now 
undergoing that the native press 
should make indiscriminate charges 
upon the Government. The editors 
see and understand the wrongs under 
vhich the country is suffering, and 
' laytheTresponaibility upon tho Gov- 
ernment officials. But as tho country 
moves on, press proaecutions, it may 
bo expected, will become l^Bs frequent 
apd the ruUug authorities will find 
out that the remedy consists in reform 
rather than in imprisoning editors.

Orders to Marshals. 

The programme has been altered in 
some respects since the general infor- 
mation given to the public in the 
Colonist of the 11th inst. You will 
bo guid«d by'the following memoran- 
dum. 

After crossing Rock Bay Bridge the 
Governor-Genoral's carriage will go 
up Discovery street into Government 
Btraati tiienoo down Cormorant fllreet 
into Store street; thence up JoLnson 
street 'into Government Btreet;. ttnd 
along Gtjvernment and up JFort streets 
to Government House. 

Hia Excellency will bo met and wel- 
comed at the city end of the Tictoria 
Arm Bridge (near Mr. Drake's) by the 
Mayor and Councillors. The Militia, 
under Capt. Vinter, aod Mr. Haynes' 
band will be at that place. The Mayor 
and Councillors will precede the Got- 
ernor General and conduct him to the 
triumphal arch at the intersection of 
Government and Yates streets, where 
the City Address will be read. The 
Militia and band will bo present at the 
triumphal arch, and the band, after- 
wards, will go to the van of the proces. 
siou. Throo companies of Lady 
Dufferin's Guard, under the chief 
oommand of Captain Vinter, will keep 
the ground at the triumphal arch, and 
will be afterwards placed at the bead 
of the procession under the chief 
command of an officer to be appointed 
by Capt/.'Vinte?. The bridges must 
be kept plear;..a9d be well guarded, 
and not more tban fo^i carriages al- 
lowed to be on a bridge at any one 
time. 

When the Governor-General has 
crossed Eock Bay bridge, hia carriage 
will strike the rear of the previously 
formed prodeSBion'which will immedi 
ately step o£f. When His Excellency 
reaches tbe triumphal arch, there will 
be another halt while the city address 
is being read. The Mayor and Com- 
mittees will precede the Governor- 
Gencral's carriage to Government 
House. 

On approaching the gate of Gov- 
ernment House all the processionists 
in front of the Governor- General's 
carriage except the Mayor and Com- 
mittees will halt at the proper time, 
faoe: inwards ^and istep back to each 
side of the road, and thus form a long 
avenuo of people through which the 
carriage of the Mayor and Council- 
lors, tbe Governor-General's carriage, 
and carriages of the suite, will pass 
into the gr^ounds. The procession will 
then reform upon the road and enter 
the grounds of Government House ut 
thp main gate and pass out through 
the northern gate. 

THE MUSTER. 

The Odd Fellows might go from 
their hall on Fort street into Govern- 
ment street, and along' Government 
street to tbe position which you will 
have assigned to them. 

The 'Foresters might go from their 
court room on Bastion street into 
Yates street, thence into Government 
fctreet, and along that street to their 
assigned position. 

< The Hook and Ladder Fire Compa- 
ily may find it convenient' to go from 
their house in Government street 
along Government street and up Yates 
street to join the Deluge Fire Compa- 
ny. Both companies might then go 
up Yates street to Broad street,thence 
to the Tiger Engine House, Johnson 
etreet, and tbe three companies would 
then take up the position in Govern- 
ment St. which you will have assigned 
toitbo Fire Department. The other so- 
cieties and unarrauged trades and 
any other processionists will take up 
such positions as you may assign to 
them.

EASTERN STATES. 

New York, Aug. 12.— Tho yccht 
Madeline and Countess of Dufferin 
entered to-diiy upon thoir ocean raee, 
the second of tho series. The Made- 
line won,, beatiag the Dufferin 22 min- 
utes. The AmGiica came in second, 

CuicAoo, Aug. 13. — Tho fine weather 
wliich has continued for tho past week 
has enabled farmers to secure in al- 
most perfect condition thoir wheat 
crops, and has kept prices down to 
almost thp lowest figures struck this 
year. *4 it'tas also developed tho fact 
tbat'an unusually largo acreage has 
boon gathered iu almost every wheat 
growing section, and that the quality 
of this year'.s crop is far superior to 
that of last year. 

Wasuinqton, Aug. 12. — The House 
Committee on Military Aff'airs to-day 
considered the President's message re- 
lating to an increase of the army dur- 
ing the pending Indian war, and agreed 
to a bill which passed the Se- 
nate July 31st, providing that tho 
President shall have power to increase 
the number of oulistod men in each 
company of cavalry to 100 iu such 
regiinoiits ns may, in big opinion, re- 
(juiro such iiieroaso, provided not more 
than 2000 enlisted men shall be added 
at any one titne to the 25,000 author- 
ized by the act of July 1-lth, 187G. 
adopted with an amendment that aa 
soon as lioHtilitios cGase the regiments 
shall bo reduced again and tho origin- 
al men mustered out. 

Speaker Kerr's condition is such as 
to alarm his friends, and it is now be-

Tho Consular and Diplomatic Ap- 
propriation Bill as passed" by both 
Houses to-day makes provision for a 
United Stutes Minister at the Sand- 
wich Islands. 

Tho Hawaiian Treaty Bill, judging 
by present indications, will pass the 
Honato by a haiidsoiuo majority. 

Tho Indian Appropriation Bill was 
finally reported from tho Conference 
Committee as it will becomo a law. It 
jjrovides the usual amounts for salar- 
ies and payments required by law and 
treaty stipulatians, but appropriates 
only tho following reduced amounts 
for incidental oxpensoa and all general 
purposes ou tho Pacific Coast; namely, 
for California, $30,000; Oregon and 
Utah, ^10,000 each; Nevada, Montana 
and Washington Territory, $5000 each; 
Idaho, $3,000; Now Mexico, $1,500. 
aud Arizona, $'2I)00, Tho amount ap- 
joropriated for care and subsistence of 
Apaches who have been or may be 
colled on reservations ia Arizona or 
New Mexico is compromised at $42,- 
500. 

Tho Legislative, Executive and Jud- 
icial bill as passed by both Houses to- 
day contains the following PacificCoast 
items: The salaries of governors, chief 
justices apd associate jadges of Wash- 
ington, Montana, Idaho, Utah, New 
Mexico and Arizona Territories are 
fixed at $3000 each; all other Territor- 
ies are given §2000. 

Ni;\v YoitK, Aug. E). — A "Times" 
Washington special says the Appro- 
priation Bill as finally passed made a 
gross reduction of about twenty- nine 
and a half million dollars below last 
year. 

Wasuikoto;;, Aug. 13. — The Hawaii- 
an Treaty Bill will be undoubtedly 
passed to-morrow. 

The Secretary of the Treasury di 
rectod the assistant Treasurer of the 
United States to sell on Wednesday 
tho gold received in jiayment for the 
bonds of the 5 per cent, funded loan 
of 1881 8old on tho I2th inst.

The 
country is entirely deserted by inhab- 
itants. Tho Circassians advanced to 
find only deserted bouses. 

London, Aug. 13. — A special to the 
'Daily News', frona /Belgrade ^pajjB' a 
change in the Servian Aaminid&atibh 
is froely discussed. Prince Milan has 
become unpopular aud his conduct is 
unfavorably contrasted with thai of 
Jlontenogro. Tho concealment of 
Servian losses has caused much dis- 
tress. Only a tniraonlous victory or 
tho open espousal of Sorvia's cause by 
a powerful State can restore tho pros- 
pects of Sorvia's independence.
